Smith has an ironbound rule that 
no one uses gasoline for even the 
smallest cleaning job without spe- 
cial permission from the safety de- 
partment. 

Many residential blazes are traced 


to defective wiring—wires in in- 
ferior conduits, or “oversize” fuses 


which overload and heat the wires. 
Industrial safety experts prevent 
trouble from such causes by in- 
sisting on quality metal conduits, 
and grounding them. 

Falls in the Home. 

“Another thing we never have in 
big industrial plants nowadays is 
carbon monoxide poisoning,’ con- 
tinued Smith. ‘‘Although hundreds 
of motors are run daily in our ga- 
rages and other buildings, ventila- 
tors and sensitive instruments sound 
a warning when dangerous quanti- 
ties of carbon monoxide are pres- 
ent.” 

The hazards of poorly guarded 
portable saws, drills and washing- 
machine gears, and of indiscrimi- 
nate disposal of acids, caustic or 
poisonous chemicals, and inflam- 
mable fluids are so striking as to in- 
spire care in most homes, but woe- 
fully inadequate precautions are 
taken against the most common 


Injuries resulting from falls are 
more frequent than those connected 
with all other household accidents 
put together, yet only 20 per cent 
of all occupational accidents are 


caused by falls. The reason for this, 
Smith pointed out, is the simple 
rule upon which all safety engi- 
neering is based: ‘‘An ounce of pre- 
vention.”

Dam to Erase Historic 


Village Dating to 1818 


SOMERFIELD, PA.—This historic 
village — originally named ‘‘Great 
Crossings’? by George Washington— 
will become a ‘‘ghost town,’”’ inun- 
dated by almost 30 feet of water. 

Within two years, the new Youghi- 
ogheny lake will back up behind the 
flood-control dam now under con- 
struction as part of the huge western 
Pennsylvania-West Virginia project 
to check future flood waters. It will 
leave Somerfield, famous as the spot 
where Washington forded the Yough- 
iogheny river on his way to the In- 
dian wars, only a mud-hole at the 
bottom of the reservoir. 

In preparation for the inundation, 
the town’s only school and church 
will be razed, along with several 
other old landmarks, dating from as 
far back as 1818, when the town was 
laid out and named Smythfield after 
Paul Smyth, one of its founders. 

The federal government will pay 
property owners for more than 50 
homes and other structures that will 
to the waters, due 
to reach an approximate depth of 
29 feet at this point.

ATLANTA.—Is the fate of the 
“Lost Colony of Roanoke,’’ which 
has baffled historians for hundreds 
of years, at last going to be solved? 

That question is uppermost in the 
minds of scientists as they ex- 
amine a chain of crudely carved 
rocks which have been found from 
North Carolina to Georgia. 

Latest of these rocks to be dis- 
covered were five significant slabs 
located along the banks of the Chat- 
tahoochee river 10 miles northwest 
of Atlanta. 

Their message, translated by Dr 
H. J. Pearce, president of Brenau 
college, is this: 


Eleanor Dare, mother of Virginia | 


Dare, first white child to be born 
in America, came to Georgia from 
South Carolina, where her husband 
and daughter were massacred by 
Indians 

She later married an Indian chief- 
tain and gave birth to another child. 
also a girl.

Eleanor 
tahoochee in 1593. 

Another “Father, I be- 
seeche you. have my dowter goe to 
Englande. Eleanor Dare, 1598.’ 

Dr. Pearce, aided by other scien- 
tists, is now investigating the au- 
thenticity of the stones, along with 
found in the Carclinas. He 
is inclined to believe in them and 
thinks that ia due time the complete 
story of the Dares and their ill-fated 
colony may be disclosed.
